To THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF WESTON: 
The Superintendent of Schools presents the following report: 


The Windsor Southwest district of wnich your town is a part 
consists of ten towns. There are 40 teachers and approximately 
950 pupils. At the meeting held last May in Chester, Mr. W. W. 
Heald of Chester was elected chairman and Mrs. Mary Ogden 
of Landgrove was elected secretary. 


This year the sight and hearing of all pupils was tested and 
the parents of those children who needed glasses were notified, 
and as a result some of the pupils have been provided with 
glasses. This testing of sight will be a regular part of-our program 
in the future. I am pleased to note this attention to the health 
of the children and feel that we cannot do too much along this 
line. 


New English books were purchased this year for all pupils 
and have greatly improved the, work in this subject, and some 
new readers were ordered to provide the necessary reading 
material. I cannot emphasize too strongly the purchase of some 
new books each year in order to keep our books in the proper 
shape and up-to-date, and to prevent any great expense in one 
year. Leas 
One of the requirements of a standard school is a school 
library. After a school is standardized a certain number of books 
must be added each year and in addition to the required fiction 
books I believe that a reference library in the school is of great 
value. I feel every school should be provided with a usable 
encyclopedia. . 


There was very little work done this past year on the school 
buildings. The chemical toilets at the village school were repaired. 
When funds are available I would recommend that running 
water be provided for the Bennett school. The interior and ex- 
terior of the village school should be painted and the necessary 
change be made in the lighting so that this school will be eligible 
for a standard plate. 
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At this time I wish to thank all of those who have in any way 
helped to make the past year successful.
